Fitchburg, Wis. — Larson Actes, Inc operates a 2,668 animal (2,920 animal units) dairy at 18218
W Highway 59 in Evansville (Main Facility) and a Heifer Facility, located at 17162 West County Road
B, Brodhead, Wisconsin, Larson Acres proposes to construct new buildings, add 2,607 animals (2,660
animal units) and install a wastewater treatment system at the Main Facility. This activity requires
Department review and approval of the proposed plans and speciﬁcations as well as review and approval
of an application to re-issue an existing Wisconsin Pollution Discharge Elimination System (WPDES)
permit. These actions require the Departfnént to conduct a Type I1 Environmental Assessment under the
Wisconsin Environmental Policy Act (WEPA).
